‘German and Irish Aviators 
‘ Miss One Train, While 
‘ Wild Throngs Cheer. 


CURTISS FIELD HALT 
COMPELLED BY WEATHER 


Ford Plane, With Bremen’s 
' Crew, in Sleet Storm on 
Way Southward. 


By FRANK DOLAN. 

(Special Dispatch to The Post.) 
_ New York, April 27.—With only a 
fleeting glimpse of the rain-soaked city 
they sparred with death to view as the 
first reward of their victory over the 
Atlantic, the three Bremen filers left 
Pennsylvania Station at 5:01 o’clock 
this afternoon for Washington to make 
their decoration of the grave of Floyd 
Beanett, their initial public act on 
American soil. 

The pioneer East-West transatlantic 
filers, Baron Gunther von Huenefeld, 
Capt. Hermann Koehl and Maj. James 
Fitzmaurice, arrived at Curtiss Field, 
Long Island, at 1:50 p. m. after a bumpy 
trip on the Ford monoplane sent by 
New York City to carry them to New 
York. 

Although worn and spiritless from 
the seven-hour ride from Lake Ste. 
Agnes, Quebec, where they spent Thurs- 
Gay night after flying from thelr first 
American resting place, Greenly Island, 
the three gallant aviators insisted on 
continuing on to Washington, even 
though forced by adverse flying condi- 
tions to go by train, 

All three were intent on honoring the 
memory of the man who lald down his 
life in the courageous attempt to bring 
them earlier from their island prison, 
and Baron von Huenefeld expressed 
their joint sentiments in his first re- 
mark on landing. 

“We do not want a reception now,” 
‘he said. “We did not intend to land 
here, but bad weather forced us to con- 
sider the plane. Before we do anything 
elsé or accept any official greeting, we 
shall go to Washington and bow our 
heads at the grave of that brave and 
noble gentleman, Floyd Bennett.” 


. Thrown Into Cars. 


The filers, with their pilot on the 
Ford, Bernt Balchen, and Miss Herta 
Junkers, were whisked in automobiles 
through the crowd of about 1,000 on 
Curtiss Field to the Junkers hangar a 
few minutes after landing. The throng 
pressed so close that the three men 
were virtually thrown into the cars. 
which were driven into the hangar to 
avoid further confusion, and the build- 
ing immediately was placed in a state 
of siege, 

Chief of Police Abe W. Skidmore, of 
Nassau County, had provided cars and a 
motorcycle escort, and shortly after 3 
p. m., when the men had been tin @ 
measure refreshed with coffee and sand- 
wiches, the ride through the rain to 
Pennsylvania Station in New York 
Started. All along the route, although 
it had not been previously announced 
that the Bremen fliers and* Balchen had 
arrived, pedestrians sensed their pres- 
ence and halted in the rain to cheer. 

At Long Island City the procession 
Was joined by Grover Whalen and other 
members of the mayor’s reception com- 
mittee and with another motorcycle 
police escort. Traffic in all directions 
was halted for them as the cavalcade 
rushed through the cold drizzle, and 
automobile horns and sirens wailed a 
welcome. 


Huge Station Packed. 


But it was at Pennsylvania Station 
that the three men, none of whom had 
visited this country before, received 
their first real taste of the warm hand 
New York extends to heroes. There, 
in the big railroad terminal, choking 
the runways and overflowing into all 
surrounding thoroughfares, tens of 
thousands, massed under the high roofs 
and outside in the rain, paid vocally to 
those three men of the Bremen what 
was probably the most enthusiastic 
spontaneous tribute the city has known. 

Notified at the last moment that the 
party would entrain for Washington, 
squads of reserves under Inspector 
James 8S. Bolan were rushed on the 
couble quick to the scene. 

It was a motley throng, but hilarious 
and hysterically worshipful, and the 
police, even before the far-away sirens 
of the police escort heralded the ap- 
proach of the aviators, found their 
lines broken in dozens of spots. The 
crowd broke loose in a bedlam of vo- 
ciferation when the motorcycles in the 
. yan of the fliers’ cars swung into the 
station, and through the glass of the 
first closed machine could be distingu- 
ished the red jacket of the Irish Free 
State air forces, worn by the dapper 
Maj.

Hartford airdrome it was mistaken for 
the Ford and the crowd broke through 
the police lines, cheering wildly. it 
was hurriedly disillusioned, however, 
when’ a reporter, two cameramen and 
an extra pilot stepped out with Cham- 
berlin and asked to be directed to the 
nearest coffee stand.

Madden is survived by Mrs. Madden, 
his daughter, Mabel], who is the wife 
of Paul Henderson, former Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General and now 
general manager of the National Air 
Transport Co., ond five grandchildren. 
He was very proud of the latter and 
frequently took them onto the floor 
of the House with him. 

The man who one day was to be- 
come one of America’s most powerful 
legislators was born in Darlington, 
England, March 20, 1855. He was the 
son of John Madden, a farmer. When 
he was 4 years ld, his family migrated 
to this country and settled on a farm 
in Lemont, Il. 

At an early age, Martin Madden ob- 
tained a job in a stone quarry. One 
day while he was working in this 
quarry, his leg became entangled in a 
cable and was cso bacly battered that 
it had to be amputated. Few oeople 
knew that Mr. Madden had an artifi- 
cial leg. 


Regarded as Milllonaire. 


Maden was strict:y a self-made man. 
He managed to get a public school edu- 
cation and attended a business college. 
In the course of time he became presi- 
dent of the Western Stone Co., of Chi- 
cago, a director of the Metropolitan 
Trust. & Savings Bank, of Chicago, and 
earned a great deal of money in the 
gas and oil fields of Oklahoma. He 
generally was regarded as a millionaire. 

His first venture into politics came 

in 1889, when he was elected to the 
Chicago council. He remained on the 
council eight years, and during two of 
those years he was the presiding offi- 
cer. He was chairman of the Republi- 
can State committee in 1896, and was 
a delegate to most of the Republican 
national conventions from that year 
pn. 
“ Madden was elected to the Fifty- 
ninth Congress and was reelected con- 
tinuously thereafter. There are only 
five men who served longer: Cooper 
(Republican), Wisconsin, 17 terms; 
Pou (Democrat), North Carolina, 14; 
Haugen (Republican), Iowa, 15; But- 
ler (Republican), Pennsylvania, 16, and 
Garner (Democrat), Texas, 13. There 
are five members who, like Madden, 
have been in for twelve terms. 


Career in House Rapid. 


Madden, who three times had de- 
clined the nomination for mayor in 
Chicago, rose quickly in the House, 
and before long was part of a great 
Republican triumv‘rate. which includ- 
ed, besides himself “Uncle Jos” Can- 
non and James R. Mann.

Priest, Willlam §S. Finucane and Hugh 
Norris, all ““‘hompson-Crowe men. 

The prevailing opinion was that a 
Thompson-Crowe follower would be 
named for the place and among the 
names of possibilities were Alderman 
Louis Anderson, Oscar de Priest, State 
Senator Adelbert Roberts, Alderman 
Robert Jackson, of the Third Ward, and 
Patrick Prescott, an assistant corpora- 
tion counsel and nephew of Bishop A. 
J. Carey. All who mentioned the sub- 
ject said they believed the district, 
which is predominantly negro, would 
be represented in the National House 
by a negro even though in the primary, 
William L. Dawson, the Deneen candi- 
date, and a negro, was cefeated.

Begun in Morning. 


It began at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
when the announcement was made over 
WRC that the German-Irish fliers had 
left Quebec to attend the Bennett rites 
in Washington.

This concluded with the 
playing of Chopin’s funeral march in 
a way in which those who heard it will 
long remember. 

Following this and during the time 
the Columbia chain was broadcasting 
the services at Arlington the National] 
Broadcasting Co. presented a program 
from its New York studios which 
concluded, after the period of silence 
at the exact time the casket of the 
naval flier was being lowered into the 
grave, with the piaying of “Lead 
Kindly Light.” 

Altogether with the aid of the newest 
of sciences it was probably the most 
remarkable tribute, possibly partici- 
pated in by the largest number of 
listeners, that has yet been accorded 
to any one man over the air.

TRIBUTES OVER RADIO

Widow, Byrd and Relatives 
Accompany Remains From 
Quebec to Capital.

New York, April 27 (A.P.).—New 
York saluted tn reverent tribute today 
as Floyd Bennett came home on his way 
to a grave in histroic Arlington Ceme- 
tery at Washington, 


In less than three hours from the 
time of the urrival of the body from 
Quebec to the departure of the funeral 
train for Washington, officia’ New York, 
the Army and Navy and thousands of 
citizens extended to Bennett a hero’s 
farewell on a day which had been re- 
served for triumphant welcome to the 
men he had tried to rescue from Iisola- 
tion on lonely Greenly Island. 

In a flag-draped coffin the body left 
Pennsylvania terminal at 10:25 a, m 
for the journey to Washington for 
burlal near the grave of Admiral Peary, 
whe in a ship years ago preceded Ben- 
nett and Commander Richard E. Byrd 
in their historic flight to the North 
Pole, 

City Left in Mourning, 


Behind him he left a city in mourn- 
ing. Flags that had flown in tribute 
to the German-lIrish crew of the trans- 
atlantic plane Bremen stirred slowly in 
the slight breeze of early day as if to 
match the spirit cast by the half-staffed 
national colors on municipal buildings 
and the skyscrapers of the Metropolis. 

The aviator’s body arrived at the 
Grand Central terminal at 7:30 a. m. 
and under escort of miltiary, naval and 
police details, was taken to the Seventy- 
first Regiment Armory in lower Park 
avenue, where it lay in state for more 
than an hour while thousands filed 
slowly by. 

While WEAF and associated radio 
stations carried the ceremonies to 
millions throughout the land, great 
crowds pressed about the armory in a 
vain effort to view the body. 

“He wins the crown,” said the Rev 
Daniel A. Poling, pastor of the Marble 
Collegiate Church and president of the 
Church Federation of Greater New 
York, at the conclusion of the radic 
service. “Iils memory remains as an 
unsullied escutcheon to be worn by all 
who follow worthily his high calling 
and his spirit shall live again and yet 
again in the youth of the world.” 


Rumbling of Traffic Stilled. 


Outside the armory the rumbling 
traffic of the city was stilled while the 
body lay inside and during its move- 
ment from the Grand Central Terminal 
to the Pennsylvania Station. The flag- 
draped casket was carried on an 
artillery caisson to the slow, measured 
tread of the escort, while throngs in 
the streets bared their heads and 
bowed. 

Four airplanes soared high above and 
their pilots dropped floral tributes to 
their departed comrade of the skies. 

Mrs. Cora Bennett, the: widow, who 
left a sickbed in her Brooklyn home to 
be with her husband when he died in 
Quebec; Commander Richard E. Byrd 
and members of Bennett’s family ac- 
companied the body and participated 
in the funerai services and then con- 
tinued the sad journey. 

Mrs. Bennett was supported by her 
nurse, Miss M. Fisher, who had. attend- 
ed her at Quebec, as she entered the 
armory. Mrs. Bennett carried her hus- 
band’s warrant officers’ uniform which 
she obtained at their home this morn- 
ing and in which the aviator will be 
buried.

If the country could appreciate, as Wash- 
ington does, the value of the labors performed 
in its behalf by Martin B. Madden, it would 
deeply mourn his death and call for national 
funeral ceremonies by which to manifest its 
emotion and its gratitude. 

In a vague way the average citizen, when 
he gives the subject any thought at all, knows 
that strong and clean hands are at the wheel 
of government, and that untiring eyes keep 
watch. It is known that somehow suitable 
provision is made for the maintenance of the 
Government, the greatest business machine in 
existence, in spite of the impracticable and im- 
provident demands that threaten to overwhelm 
Congress and the Treasury, Some one sifts 
out the wheat from-the chaff, and possesses 
the wisdom and courage to halt selfish forays 
while allotting to each department of Govern- 
ment its necessary substance. Comparatively 
few citizens, however, identify the public serv- 
ants who perform this obscure drudgery, or 
realize the value of their services. 

‘Martin Madden, sprung from humble ori- 
gins and living always a simple life, was the 
happy possessor of qualities that found con- 
genial exercise in a field of immense useful- 
ness to the eountry. Through an experience 
that accumulated over 23 years he had reached 
the point where his services were of special 
value and his lovable personality widely 
known. His sudden death is thus doubly de- 
Plored. He had just received from his con- 
stituents an overwhelming vote of confidence, 
and seemed to be destined to carry forward 
his work for many years to come, 

All who knew him honored Martin Madden, 
valued his friendship, applauded his fairness 
and integrity, and admired his devotion to 
guty. His intimates, above all others, know 
how great a loss the country suffers in his 
death. 


FAST SHIPPING LINES. 


The Shipping Board has rendered an ad- 
yerse report to the Senate on the proposal of 
the Transoceanic Corporation to establish a 
line of six 33-knot passenger steamers de- 
signed to cross the Atlantic in four days. The 
project, in the opinion of the Shipping Board, 
is “technically open to criticism, economically 
unsound. and financially nebulous.” 

It will be remembered that the Transoceanic 
Corporation approached the Shipping Board 
some time ago asking that it declare the pro- 
posed line a necessary service under the terms 
ef the shipping act of 1920 and that it liberal- 
ze its construction loan fund so that money 
might be advanced for building ships up to 
three-fourths of their costs at current Govern- 
ment interest rates, In addition, the corpora- 
tion proposed that terms of the mail subven- 
tion clause be broadened so that it would be 
assured of financial aid in operation from that 
source. It was belicved in some quarters 
after the hearings had been concluded that the 
corporation had made a good case. ‘Phe Ship- 
ping Board report indicates that it did not. 

‘There can be no question that the idea of 
Operating fast transoceanic shipping services 
is fundamentally sound. Ships that have a 
quicker “turn around’ and consume fewer 
hours in the crossing would be productive 
over a greater portion of the year than ships 
now in use. Economically they should be able 
to justify their greater cost both from the con- 
struction and the operating standpoint. Yan- 
kee windjammers of another day, sailing in all 
sorts of weather under full sail, because of the 
fact that they provided express service as com- 
pared with the ships flying other flags whose 
Skippers were not as daring, were able to com- 
mand the cream of the ocean trade, Fast 
ships today would swiftly rebuild America’s 
lost prestige on the high seas. 

“The Shipping Board report brings disap- 
pointment to those who had hoped that the

THE GREAT RAILROAD MERGER. 


The sale by the Delaware & Hudson of its 
holdings in the Lehigh Valley and Wabash 
railroads to the Pennsylvania is of itself an 
event of historic importance in the transporta- 
tion and financial world. Considered in the 
light of attendant circumstances, it is likely to 
be only the preliminary to action of even 
greater significance. The transfer of stock, in- 
volving control of 50,000 miles of road, elimi- 
nates L. I*. Loree’s fifth trunk line from the 
scheme for consolidation of the Eastern roads. 
The companies just purchased will now be in- 
cluded in the general plan for a four-trunk 
system composed of the Pennsylvania, Balti- 
more & Ohio, Nickel Plate and New York Cen- 
tral. The Lehigh Valley will, it is understood, 
be apportioned to the Pennsylvania and Nickel 
Plate and the Wabash to the Baltimore & 
Ohio. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
given strong indications that it awaited the 
consolidation plan of the Eastern roads before 
taking any definite step to carry out the in- 
tent of the transportation act. The present 
situation gives an even more definite clue. The 
Pennsylvania was granted authority not long 
since to increase its capital stock by $65,000,- 
000. Virtually that amount was the price paid 
to the president of the Delaware & Iludson for 
the holdings which he has just surrendered. 

What has just been accomplished represents 
the end of the biggest and most important 
struggle in the railroad world since the period 
that closed when the Goulds and Harriman 
were seeking transportation control. Tosay 
the interests of the public are safeguarded by 
the power vested in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. No move can be made without 
consent of the regulatory body. It is manda- 
tory upon the railroads, therefore, to present 
a plan designed not only to Increase their op- 
erating efficiency but to maintain the service 
which existed before the proposed consolida- 
tion. Under such conditions the

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AMERICANA TO AMERICA, 


The hope expressed by The Post on March 
20 that, at the sale of the library of 
‘Wizard Earl,” a goodly number of those 
books and manuscripts it contained which deal 


this country, would be bought by Americans, 
so that they might ultimately find a home on 
this side of the Atlantic, has been in great 
part realized. 
the sale, Dr. Rosenbach, of Philadelphia, 
bought for $13,580 Sir Humphrey Gilbert’s 
map of North America and the Arctic region 
made for him by Dr. John Dee about 1582, 
and for $4,850 a rather battered copy of the 
12-leaf pamphlet by John Brereton, entitled 
‘“‘A Briefe and True Relation of the Discoverie 
of the North Part of Virginia.’”’ On the second 
day the same buyer secured for $35,000 a 
famous manuscript, from the pen of George 
Percy, brother to the ‘“‘Wizard Earl,’’ who was 
in reality the ninth Earl of Northumberland. 
This manuscript, in 42 quarto pages, is known 
as “The Trewe Relatyon of the Proceedings 
and Occurrents of Momente which have hap- 
pened in Virginia from the Tyme Sir’ Thomas 
Gates was shipwrackte upon the Bermudas, 
Anno 1609, Until my Departure in 1612.” The 
price paid for it shows the importance at- 
tached to it. To Dr. Rosenbach also fell two 
copies of the original edition of James Rosier’s 
“Relation” at $4,040 and two copies of Capt. 
John Smith's first book at $21,500. 

William Strachey’s manuscript, written in 
1612 on 122 pages, entitled ‘‘Historie of Travel 
Into Virginia Britannia,’ and containing a 
fine impression of Capt. John Smith’s map of 
Virginia, went to Bernard Quaritch, the Lon- 
don bookseller, at $30,000, as did five copies 
of Strachey’s ‘“‘For the Colony in Virginia 
Britannia Lawes Divine Morall and Martiall”’ 
at $31,750 and, at $32,500, one copy of NRich- 
ard Rich’s ‘“‘Newes From Virginia,’ printed 
in London in 1610. 

The gem of the collection, from the artistic 
point of view, was the illuminated fifteenth 
century manuscript of John Lydgate’s ‘*The 
Dreme of the Pilgrymage of the Soul,’ which 
is a translation from a French prose version 
of Deguilleville’s ‘‘Pelerinage de l’Ame.”’ This 
manuscript, on 26 magnificent pages, was sold 
to Gabriel Wells, of New York, for $28,130. 

The American collectors appear to have 
done reasonably well at this sale. 


CONGRESS IS GENEROUS. 

When it comes to enacting legislation for 
additional compensation for itself, or for clerks 
to committees and secretaries to members, 
Congress needs no spur. That pleasant duty 
is performed with sufficient alacrity to refute 
the charge that Congress is a slow moving 
body. But when a bill to insure living wages 
to employes of the departments is under con- 
sideration, all sorts of obstacles appear on the 
horizon, and volcanoes of economic gas arise 
which have generally smothered attempts at 
generosity. 

Up to the beginning of the session of Con- 
gress on March 4, 1866, the salaries of mem- 
bers and senators were $2,500 each, and they 
continued to struggle along under that pay 
until July of the following year, when the 
“salary grab’’ act was passed. This increased 
all salaries to $5,000, and made the act retro- 
active so as to apply to senators and members 
then sitting. The next increase was voted on 
February 26, 1907, and became operative on 
March 4 of that year, or 42 years after the 
previous increase. Senators and members re- 
ceived salaries of $7,500 each for eighteen 
years until March 4, 1925, when they increased 
their compensation to $10,000 each, 

Until about 1893 members of the House 
could not muster up enough courage to vote 
themselves clerks, although the Senate had 
been thus provided for several years before

that time, ‘In 1893 the appropriation bill 
which carried legislative expenses contained 
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a clause which allowed each member to draw 
from the contingent fund ‘‘not over $1,200 in 
any one year’’ for clerical assistance. 

In 1915 this allowance was increased to 
$1,500, and a year or two later to $2,000, and 
still later to $3,200, Finally in 1925 the legis- 
lative appropriation bill increased this allow- 
ance to $4,000, and provided, for the first 
time, that the names of the assistants to whom 
the payments were made should be recorded 
by the clerk in charge of disbursements. 

The “‘clerical allowance” today is $4,000 for 
each member, some of whom find that the 
fund makes rather liberal pin-money for wives, 
daughters and sisters. But there is every rea- 
son to believe that still further allowances will 
be forthcoming with the beginning of the next 
fiscal year, July 1, for on Tuesday last the 
Senate added an amendment to the legislative 
appropriation bill. which authorizes the secre- 
tary of the Senate and clerk of the House, re- 
spectively, to reimburse one clerk of each com- 
mittee and one secretary of each senator and 
each member ‘‘such amounts as may be neces- 
sarily paid’’ by such secretaries and clerks for 
railroad fare, Pullman accommodations ‘“‘and 
similar minor expenses of travel from Wash- 
ington, D. C., to the place of residence of the 
senator or member by whom employed, at the 
time such trip is made, and return therefrom,” 
but not more than one trip will be allowed® 
during any one session. . 

The House will probably acquiesce in 
action of the Senate. But increase of salaries 
of departmental employes may be 
“in the interest of economy.’’

bananas, one quart of water and three 
cupfuls of sugar. Freeze.

Baked Ham with Pineapple 
Noodle Ring with Spinach Center 
Diced Carrots 
Jellied Tomato Salad 
Cream of Fruit Supreme 
Coffee 


In case newcomers wonder what our 
ham with pineapple may be, I am going 
to ask old friends to endure its repe- 
tition. Other of the recises will be 
mecessary, and therefore we must take 
no more time for conversation, but be 
about the business of the day, 


Ham Baked With Pineapple. 


Wash ham well and gently boil three- 
quarters of an hour for each pound of 
weight. (If the ham is very dry-look- 
ing, it must first be soaked.) Add a 
bayleaf, a few peppercorns, celery and 
an onion to the water in which the 
ham is cooking. When done, remove 
ham to baking dish, clear away the 
skin and cover the top. of the ham with 
slices of canned pineapple, cut in half 
across, leaving them just half as thick 
as when they are taken from the can. 
Secure these pieces in place with tooth- 
picks (wooden). Stick cloves in ex- 
posed spots of the ham, sprinkle with 
brown sugar and cinnamon, place in the 
pan the pineapple juice and half its 
amount of maple sugar, maple sirup or 
brown sugar. Baste frequently while 
baking that the sirup may candy the 
slices of pineapple. If to be served 
cold, allow the toothpicks to stay in the 
ham until thoroughly cooled, that the

slices of pineapple may be held in place 
by the candied material over them. If 
to be served hot, push the toothpicks 
down out of sight. It is the lesser of 
two evils, for to come upon a bit of 
wooden toothpick is better than to have 
the beautiful slices of pineapple slide 
off the ham. The toothpicks may be 
broken in half or even third lengths, 
and therefore not much of the wood 
will be forced into the ham, 


Noodle Ring With Spinach Center. 


Boll @ package of noodles in salted 
water until done and drain in a colan- 
der. Pour cold water through the 
noodles and set aside to drain 
thoroughly. Mix two large tablespoon- 


them in a buttered ring mold which has 
been well sprinkled with fine bread- 
crumbs. Cover with grated cheese and 
a cup of thin white sauce mixed to- 
gether and place in the oven, preferably 
in @ pan of water, as a custard, and 
bake for an hour. Unmold on a heated 
round platter, and in the center place 
two cupfuls of cooked spinach, which 'ts 
hot and has been séasoned to taste with 
salt and pepper. Serve at once, 


Cream of Fruit Supreme. 


Peel, mash and force four bananas 
through a sieve and add to them the 
pulp of three oranges cut in small 
pieces. the juice of two oranges, the 
juice of one lemon, a teaspoonful of 
vanilla, or preferably one drop of non- 
alcoholic sherry flavoring, should you 
chance to have it. Add to these ingred- 
ijents two-thirds of a cupful of powdered 
sugar and one and one-fourth table- 
spoontuls of granulated gelatin dis- 
solved in one-fourth cupful boiling 
water. Cool this mixture by holding the 
dish in a large dish of ice water, and 
stir the mixture constantly. Then, 
when cool, fold in one-half pint of 
whipped cream and set aside in a cold 
place until time for serving. Mavcaroons 
and ladyfingers are a suitable cake to 
use in combination with this dessert, as 
the dessert itself is rich and sweet.

LMOST all of us admit, tf we are 


A perfectly honest, that we eat too 
much. But how many of us do 


anything about it? Not many! And, 


aside from affecting our health and 


our sense of well being, this overeating 
—and, often, wrong eating—is most 
detrimental to our appearance, 


Of course, all of us who feel that we 
are eating incorrect food or too much 
food can go to our individua’ physi- 
clans and secure diet list suited to 
our individual requirements. But, if 
it is a stringent list, forbidding every- 
thing that we especially like, how many 
Oo. us will adopt it In its entirety? Or, 
if we do start valiantly, how many of 
us will continue? Human nature be- 
ing what it is, the answer is agaln— 
not many! 


As a matter of fact, we can do @ 
great deal for ourselves along thi. iine 
by very simple methods—muc.a more, 
probably, than we’realize. The sugges- 
tions that follow are not made for the 
person whose aim is to reduce her 
weight appreciably. These simple rules 
will frequently be of some help in tak- 
ing off superfluous pounds, but their 
fundamental purpose is to build up a 
good digestive system and to create the 
sound health tnat is tie basis of all 
beauty. 


Starting with breakfast, we usually 
start with fruit, and that is always a 
good beginning for the day. If you can 
eat cooked fruit, so much the better 
for you, but if you can’t, fresh fruit is 
also good. And, after the fruit, a hot 
beverage and some sort of nonwhite 
bread are all that the average person 
needs for breakfast. Bran .nuffins, 
split in half and thoroughly toasted, 
eaten with fruit jam, are delicious, or 
whole-wheat toast is a pleasant and 
wholesome breakfast bread. Even if 
you originally don’t care for these, the 
difference in taste between a slice of 
brown bread toast and one of white 
toast is so slight that the dislike Is 
generally more fancied than actual. 

The woman who has long been ac- 
customed to substantial eggs and bacon 
will find that, when she has broken 
herself of the habit, she not only ‘von’t 
miss them, but she feels far better 
without them. If she really fee! the 
need of more sustenance, at first, one

Lunch should consist of fresh vege- 
tables, in one version or another. Al- 
most every one likes certain vegetables 
when they are well cooked or well 
blended in a salad. A vegetable lunch- 
eon, a chiffonade salad, a combination 
Salad, a tomato surprise, any and all 
are good, and vegetables are newly de- 
licious in the spring months. Broccoli 
and artichokes are still with us, aspara- 
gus is plentiful and the year-around 
vegetables are unusually good. A bit 
of Hollandaise sauce may be included 
occasionally, and it makes a delicacy 
out of the most ordinary vegetable; but 
don’t take too much of it, for it ts a 
rich sauce. At lunch, don’t succumb 
t© hot and tempting rolls, unless they 
are of the bran or dark variety, or to 
pastries, and, if you want something to 
drink, have a glass of milk or butter- 
milk. You are going to be allowed 
more freedom than you expect at din- 
ner, SO a little conscientious abstinence 
from hot breads, tea and coffee, and 
sweets at lunch should not be too much 
of an effort. 


Between lunch and dinner drink three 
more glasses of water. 

Then, at dinner, provided the meal 1s 
reasonably well planned, you can eat 
moderately of everything that is served 
Don't feel that you can indulge in thick 
soups, fried meats or rich desserts be- 
cause you have been dieting during the 
day. There are not good for you under 
any circumstances! But, if the meal 
is balanced with the proper two or 
three fresh vegetables and a fresh salad, 
you can eat practically what you like 
with a free conscience. 

It isn’t very complicated, is it? No 
special dishes to be concocted, no dras- 
tic sacrifices! But just try it, for a 
month, say, and observe the transfor- 
mation that such a regime effects.

ONTINUING our consideration of 
Major take-outs of partner’s No 
Trump, we take up today a 

knotty Contract  proble... What 
strength is needed for a Major bid of 
two over partner’s No Trump when the 
take-out hand is without side strength? 
f° agree that the bid needs material 
strength because it is a distinct en- 
couragement, although far, from a com- 
mand, to the partner to continue with 
either the No Trump or the Major; my 
view is that only four holdings justify 
a take-out without any: side strength 
whatever. They are Ace-King-Queen 
and at least one other; Ace-King and 
at least three others; Ace-Queen-Jack 
art at least two others; King-Queen- 
Jack and at least two others. With any 
Major weaker than the above and a 
side hand without assistance of any 
character, it is better to pass the part- 
ner’s. one No Trump. In many cases 
the pass is made 1.0t because th: holder 
of the hand thinks the No Trump will 
work better than the Major, but be- 
cause bidding the Major might prod. e 
a jump from the No Trumper which 
would result cisastrously if the take- 
out were made without requisite 
strength. 

Majors of less strength than above 
named should be bid when compensat- 
ing strength elsewhere in the hand 
makes up for lac: of it Im the take-out 


suit; and ti.at compensating strength 


can best be reckoned by using the count 


in which an Aoo is rated as 4, King as 
3, Queen as 2 and Jack as 1. On that 
basis, the following table shows what 
principal strength and side strength go 
together.

CATARRH ALIAS SINUS INFECTION. 

BOUT 75 per cent of what goes by 
the name of catarrh is sinus in- 

fection. I will tell you what I! 
can about it, though I am sure when | 
have finished you will still be thirsting 
for information. In other words, there 
is much that we do not know about 
sinus infection, especially about how to 
cure it. 

The nose begins as a simple air tube 
leading to the larynx, and. thence to 
the lungs. From itt several by-passages 
lead off. One of these goes to the ear. 
Another group lead to a set of bony 
walled cavities located in proximity to 
the nose. These are the sinuses. They 
are almost a part of the nose. 

An infection in the nose is likely to 
extend to one or more of these cavi- 
ties. Since the cavities drain very poor- 
ly at best, the muscus and pus which 
result from infection can not drain 
easily. The chance that a given acute 
infection will become chronic is greater 
than is the case where the acute in-

They 
can not and do not reach the slnusex, 
What good can they do if they fail ta 
reach the place where the trouble -? 
Just now light and heat theraps is the 
most promising line of treatmenusa

New York, April 27 (A.P.)—Easing 
tendencies were rather general among 


high grade bonds today, but semi- 
speculative mortgages advanced smartly 
in the wake of stocks into which they 
are convertible, or which influence 
bond prices in other ways.

GOMMISSIONERS AGREE 
ON HOTEL TAXI RULES 


Public Hack Stands Open to 
All Livery Vehicles to 
Be Established. 


HESSE PROGRAM ADOPTED 


Taxicab concessions at hotel en- 
trances as they now exist came finally 
under the ban of the Commissioners 
yesterday. 

The new arrangement, decided upon 
at the semiweekly meeting of the Board 
of District Commissioners, is for estab- 
lishment of public hack stands adjacent 
to each hotel, club and theater en- 
trance, in addition to which a certain 
space to be determined later will be 
set aside at each such entrance, where- 
in vehicles for hire bearing L, or livery 
tags, may stand for convenience of 
patrons only. In the hotel hack stands 
any taxicab may stand, whether owned 
by a large or small company or inde- 
pendently by its driver. 

A committee was appointed, consist- 
ing of Traffic Director W. H. Harland, 
Inspector E. W. Brown, commanding 
officer of the Police Traffic Bureau, 
and Sergt. Joseph Harrington, super- 
visor of hackers’ permits, to decide the 
amount of space to be left for use of 
hotel vehicles and other details of the 
new plan. After the committee has re- 
ported Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Ringgold Hart will draft the text of 
the police regulation to be adopted. 

The list of hack stands proposed by 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of 
police, was adopted except that the 
hotel arrangement was left open as 
noted. Maj. Hesse recommended that 
30 feet be left at each hotel entrance 
for ingress and egress by motor vehicles, 
including the space for L tagged cars.

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TRACTION MONOPOLY 
FRED BY AOBERTS 
SHOULD MERGER WIN 


Indicts Agreement on Three 
Counts in Statement Be- 
fore House Committee. 


WOULD CORRECT, NOT 
DEFEAT, PROPOSAL 


Senate Committee to Have 
Special One-Hour Hearing 
on Tuesday Morning. 


The fight on the local traction mer- 
ger agreement was begun before the 
House District committee yesterday, 
| with William A. Roberts, a youthful 
Government employe “on leave,” lead- 
ing the attack. 


Roberts indicted the merger on three 
counts. He charged that the $50,000,- 
000 valuation was too high, that the 
agreement would give the consolidated 
company an outright monopoly, and 
asserted that it might bar the use of 
cheaper power by the merged company 
if such power were to be developed 
from the waters of the Potomac. 

Roberts also urged that a half-fare 
be granted to school children. This 
has been done in several cities, he said, 
including Boston and Providence. 


Senate Hearings Are Deferred. 


The Senate District committee de- 
cided yesterday that it would not hold 
hearings on the merger until after the 
House committee has concluded its 
work. At the suggestion of Senator 
Copeland (Democrat), of New York, 
however, it was decided to hold a 
special one-hour hearing Tuesday 
morning at 10 o'clock, and to invite 
the leading proponent and the leading 
opponent of the merger to present 
arguments. 

In answer to a question by Senator 
Sackett (Republican), of Kentucky, 
Senator Capper (Republican), of Kan- 
sas, the chairman, said that it was ex- 
tremely doubtful ‘whether a merger 
agreement could be put through at this 
session. 

Sackett suggested that the House and 
Senate committees appoint subcom- 
mittees and instruct them to work ona 
report for submission at the next ses- 
Sion of Congress. 


Would Correct Agreement. 


During his appearunce before the 
House committee yesterday, Roberts 
emphasized that he was not trying to 
defeat the merger, but to “correct” it. 
Just before he left the stand, Chair- 
man Zihlman had read into the record 
the resolution adopted by the Citizens 
Advisory Council indorsing the merger 
agreement. The letter accompanying 
the resolution. was signed by James G 
Yaden, the chairman. 

epresentative Gilbert (Democrat), of 
Kentucky, declared that in all fairness 
Yaden’s “connections” should be ex- 
plained.

Fears Outrigtit Monopoly. 


Roberts said he was certain that the 
merger agreement would give the pro- 
posed consolidated company an out- 
right monopoly. Not only would the 
company have a inonopoly on street 
cars and. buses, he said, but it might 
possess the right to run taxicabs here. 

In regard to the power question, 
Roberts pointed out, that, under the 
agreement the merge’ company would 
have to buy its power from the Po- 
toma” Electric Co., which is owned by 
the Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. This company. in turn, is con- 
trolled by the North American Co., 
which would dominate the merged 
company. 

The street car companies, Roberts 
said, are the largest users of power 
here. If the North Amcrican Co. wanted 
to, he pointed out, it could refuse to 
buy power developed on the Potomac 
by a private corporation or by the 
Government, and thus force the pro- 
ducers of that power to sell it else- 
where

NEW STRAWINGKY BALLET 
BRILLIANTLY PERFORMED 


Charming Dancing Accompa- 
nies Music at Coolidge 
Chamber Festival. 


TWO PRIZES ANNOUNCED 


The Libary of Congress Festival of 
Chamber Music, under the auspices of 
the Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge Founda- 
tion, had a brilliant opening last night 
when the new ballet, “Apollo Musa- 
getes,” by Igor Strawinsky, was played 
for the first time in public, while the 
dances were given by Adolph Bolm and 
three assisting terpsichorean artists. 

Out-of-town musicians and leading 
musical critics of the country were pres- 
ent for the premier presentation of the 
new Strawinsky ballet with music, and 
Mrs. Frederick 8, Coolidge, the donor 
of the Library of Congress Chamber Mu- 
sic auditorium, was also in the audl- 
ence. 

Much interest was displayed in the 
announcement made public yesterday of 
two prize competitions offered by the 
Division of Music in the Library of 
Congress under the provisions of the 
Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge Foundation. 

These competitions are the Elizabeth 
Sprague Coolidge prize of $1,000 for a 
work of chamber music written for a 
quintet of wind instruments, flute, 
oboe, clarinet, bassoon and French horn, 
cr piano and four wind instruments, 
open to composers of all nationalities; 
and the Library of Congress prize cf 
$500 for suite or a composition in sim- 
llarly extended form for two planos, 
open only to American composers. Both 
competitions will close April 15, 1929, 
and they will have their first perform- 
ance at the next festival of Chamber 
Music in the Library of Congress. 

Mr. Strawinsky was commissioned by 
the Library of Congress to write the 
new ballet with music and it is typical 
of his genius. There is haunting 
beauty in its melodic forms and the 
orchestra composed of members of the 
Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra con- 
ducted by Hans Kindler, gave it a vivid 
interpretation, although at times the 
orchestration seemed a trifle too loud. 

The dancers, led by Mr. Bolm, who 
had devised and directed them and the 
stage action were models of grace and 
terpsichorean charm. As Apollo, Mr. 
Bolm was a Striking graceful figure and 
Ruth Page, as Terpsichore; Elise Rei- 
man, as Calliope, and Berenice Holmes, 
as Polymnia. displayed individual art 
of a high order throughout the ballet. 

Much applause greeted the close of 
the new ballet. 

The second composition on the pro- 
gram was a lovely Ravel number, 
“Pavane,”’ in which Ruth Page, as La 
Vision, and Adolph Bolm, as Don Gon- 
zales, won new laurels for themselves. 

The program was concluded with 
“Arlecchinata,” with music by Jean 
Joseph Cassanea de Mondonville, and 
“Alt Wein,” an episode with music by 
L. van Beethoven. In this number 
Paul Tchernikoff, a local dancer, was 
introduced with good effect. 

This morning the first appearance of 
the Rose String Quartet, of Vienna, in 
America, will continue the festival with 
a new quartet by John Alden Carpen- 
ter, played for the first time in public 
as one of the features, and tonight, by

Hughes Seconds Recommen- 
dation Made to Establish 
Standard of Procedure. 


SUGGESTION FOLLOWS 
PROF. HILL’S PAPER 


Kellogg and Claudel to Speak 
at Dinner of American 
Society Tonight. 


Establishment of an_ international 
court of claims for the settlement of 
wrongs done to foreigners in the terri- 


mended yesterday by Prof. Philip 
Marshall Brown, of Princeton Univer- 
sity, at a meeting of the American 
Society of International Law at the 
Willard Hotel. 

Former Secretary of State Charles 
Evans Hughes, president of the society, 
emphasizéd the need of providing a 
standard procedure for the redress of 
such wrongs. 

The suggestions were made following 
the reading of a paper by Prof. Charles 
E. Hill, head of the political science de- 
partment of George Washington Uni- 
versity, on “Responsibility of States for 
Damage Done in Their Territory to the 
Person or Property of Foreigners.” 
Prof. Hill pointed out that the United 
States assumes responsibility for mob 
violence to foreigners, and expects other 
states to do the same. This is an ac- 
cepted principle of international law, 
he said. 


States Responsible for Agents. 


States are responsible for the acts 
of their agents, when the agents act 
within their official competence, he 
said, and even when they do not, if 
negligence on the part of the state can 
be shown. 

Prof. Clyde Eagleton, of New York 
University, stressed the fact that there 
is an international standard of justice 
in accordance with which States are 
held responsible for wrongs to aliens, 
and he favored the establishment cf 
some standard procedure for the adjudi- 
cation of claims growing out of such 
wrongs. 

Jackson H. Ralston, of Santa Barbara, 
Calif., gave interesting reminiscences of 
his work as umpire on the Venezuela- 
United States Mixed Claims Commis- 
sion. 

Other papers read at yesterday’s ses- 
sions included one on nationality, oy 
Clement L. Bouve, American agent of 
the United States and Mexican General 
Claims Commission, and one by George 
Grafton Wilson, professor of interna- 
tional law at Harvard University, on ter- 
ritorial waters.
